Editors of Scripps-Howard News- 


papers Urge Check on High 


Tribunal. 


WASHINGTON, May 19.— Editors 


of Scripps-Howard newspapers, in 
conference here today, unanimously 
endorsed curbing usurpation of power 
by the United States supreme court. 
' 'T?!xe questions of ,to what degree the 
«a^»jBld be ' limited,- -J^Mp, to 
•whether this should be accomplished 
by constitutional amendment or by 
congressional enactment, were left to 
the discretion of a committee includ- 
ing Robert F. Paine, William B. Col- 
ver, Harry N. Rickey, Thomas Sidlo, 
and Harold Place. One plan favorably 
discussed was to give congress the 
power 'to veto — the right to place a 
law on the statute books by re- 
enactment after the court has de- 
clared it unconstitutional. 
The belief was expressed that pub- 


lic resentment against the growing 
autocracy of the supreme court has 
been crystallized thru its recent ac- 
tion of declaring unconstitutional the 
law prohibiting child labor and. fixing 
a minimum wage for women.

She fur- 
nished"'the house and attended to all 
the work, when she was not at her 
job in one

stores. 


A touch of romance was given to 


the case by the claim of Mrs. Smith 
that she and Whisker had been en- 
gaged to be married for years, but 
that she was a t^athollc and he a 
Protestant and that li was not until 
a short time before his death that the 
reliigous situation had been relieved 
by an agreement that, they would be 
married In the Catholic church.

Woman's Admission Is 


Hade. 


TEGUCIGALPA, Honduras, May 19. 


—Declaring she would rather die in 
Honduras than be taken back to life 
imprisonment in San Quentin, Calif, 
Clara Phillips, 
convicted "hammer 


slayer" was closely guarded today fol- 
lowing a draamtic confession of her 
identity. 


With arrival here of tinder-Sheriff 


Bisaailuz from Los Angeles, the wo- 
man held here on suspicion of being 
the slayer of Mrs. Alberta Meadows, 
and who escaped from 
a California 


jail aiter her conviction of that crime, 
broke down and admitted she was 
none other than the woman sought for 
months thruout the United States and 
Central America. 


The American minister was in the 


cell when the confession was made. 
The suspected woman had been helfl 
here since her arrest with two com- 
panions, one of whom, believed to be 
Jesse Carsen, is also detained. From 
the first she had declared she was not 
Mrs. Phillips. No one who could posi- 
tively identify her was at hand. 


Sheriff Biscailuz, however, recog- 


nized her at once. 


"Well, you gave us a merry chase, 


Mrs. Phillips," he said. 


She assented. 
"Yes, and we are going to take you 


back," he added. 


Then;ior~ihe~flrBt fime"th» identity 


of Clara Phillips' woman companion 
was learned. She is the 
"hammer 


slayer's" sister. 


Turning to the other woman, Bis- 


cailuz said: 


"Etta-May Weaver (the name by 


which Mrs. Phillips sister is known 
in Los Angeles), that was pretty cute 
of 
you to ask 
me to get Clara's 


clothes after she made her escape." 


"Where was Clara when you asked 


for her clothes?" the sheriff asked. 


"How did I know? I wanted to get 


them to keep for myself." 


Upon this reply, in a flood of emo- 


tion, the suspected 
woman 
broke 


down and cried out that she would 
never be taken back. She cried that 
she would prefer to die here. 


As a consequence she is closely 


guarded to prevent her attempting 
suicide. 


Altho the woman held prisoners here 


had displayed a fierce temper that 
made approach dangerous, it had not 
been determined that she was actually 
the "tiger woman" of California. 


BUt when the detectives arrived at 


Amapala, Honduras, and a group of 
reporters went to the cell in which the 
strange woman prisoner was kept, she 
startled al! by bursting into a dra- 
matic confession that she was indeed 
the woman who was convicted of 
wielding a hammer with deadly effect 
upon the friend she suspected of steal- 
ing her husband's affections. 


The high spirits that had kept her 


head up thru the ordeals to which sha 
was subjected here fell from ier* lik« 
a garment. 


But later, after she had said yes* 


that she was Clara Phillips, she bright? 
ened somewhat, expressing the hop* 
that she would be absolved of tha 
crime upon her arrival at Los Angalea, 
whither she will be taken.

in connection. with the paving of the 
l.SOO foot strip on Rathbone road, 
Van Dorn to Plymouth and Prospect, 
Sixteenth to Seventeenth.

neer's estimate In the first Instance 
being $16,400 and in the second, $2,- 
900 . When it came time to bid, par- 
ing contractors were looking out tho 
window. Not a bid.

the floor, and their hands would be 
stretched about as 
high as 
tfieir 


heads. They would be chained up 
there for sil hours, then let down for 
an hour; and that would be followed 
by five hours up, two hours down; 
then four hours up, three hours down; 
and lastly three hours up, tour hours 
down—arid after that up-and-down tun 
of twenty-eight hours, they would 
start In and run it all over again. 


It was late afternoon on the fifth 


when the culprits were first strung up. 
They had been fed in their cells at 
noon of that day, but had nothing else 
to eat until the morning of tBc sev 
enth, at which time—during one of 
their "down" periods—another waiter 
and I had Orders to take sixty-eight 
slices! of bread and some pitchers ot 
water to them. 
Bight of the men 


were" lying on the floor 6f the cells 
asleep, several appealed M be in a 
half stupor, while others seemed to be 
standing it exceptionally well. Some 
would not take the bread and *rater—- 
that is, not while we were there—yet 
most of them ate and drank as if they 
were perishing. 


Three dent tb Hospital. 


By the evening of the seventh— 


after they had undergone the "Ups" 
and "downs" of two twenty-eight-hour 
periods—all those that had accepted 
the punishment In silence were re- 
leased from further Baridcufflng. There 
were about a dozen or more whb had 
been unusually noisy and prdfane 
about it, and they went on tBrta the 
rest of that night alternating between 
the "UDs" and "downs." 


On the morning of the eighth we 


carried food to them again; all those 
who had been trabtable in their suf- 
fering received black coffee instead ef 
water. All of the poor wretches ate 
that time with ttie exception of three, 
and they were found to be suffering 
physically—fine with heart trouble 
and two with a high ffeve*r— and were 
taken to the prison hospital. 


A little After, noon that day 
the 


thirty-one that were left were re- 
moved to their own cells, there to be 
kept in confinement Until released by 
order of the warden. Their cells wert 
scattered here and there tiiruout dif- 
ferent wings or cellBOUses where 
other prisoners might pass and, by 
watching as against a guard seeing 
them, might talk with the 
Confined 


men. I hare always believed that 
was done itt order that those who had 
undergone the special punishment 
might tell the others about it, and in 
that war.have a special effect upon 
other*-as * preventive -against future 
riots, 


Had I permitted it to do so, he 


operation ot the old penal system 
would have completely blocked all 
effort upon my part. 
Even with all 


my determination to improve my men- 
tal condition, keep my mind off imme- 
diate surroundings and look to the 
future with hope, I would often fincTa 
half-fearful 
and half-reckless spirit 
trying to take complete possession 
of me. 


While, as touched upon before, my 


former superstition was fading away 
in proportion to the 
acquisition of 


knowledge, 1 yet retained some basic 
ideas that were first harbored by me 
in the daya When I was associating 
with thflse who looked upon all of life 
as a gamble.

Montha Spent on List. 


The la* Of averages and the law of 


percentage go hand in hatifl. To bee 
now long 1 might reasonably eipfedt to 
have to remain in prison, I turned to 
the law of averages. 
Wh%t is the 


average time thai men remain In 
prison on life imprisonment sentence*? 
I hired an outside trusty who had 
access to the records to go over iht 
whole list of life men. 
It took him 


months before he was able to do that 
without getting caught ana hating to 
face suspicion and perhaps tie thrown 
hack inside to work. 
At length he 


brought me the list. 
That being a 


n«w state, thfe list of liters was not 
loag. I found out that the average 
time «erred by life a«a on both first 
aad second degree murder charges 
was a little oft over ala* rears. For 
murder in the first degree the average 
was thirteen years and five mouths. 


I began Jo think of the possibility 


of freedom wijbiu fifteen jears from 
the time 1 had entered saer* aad beat 
aa«w ay efforts JooXitg at oac* TO a 
careful laying of th« ground for fntare 
activities along lawful lines. 


My law-reading extended over a lit- 


tie more man two y*a«. it might 
bar* jtoaft farther, but fc*«aa*e of a 
dlsvhiUon of the firm and a selling 
out of a pan ot their Horary. It was 
necessary for them to stop lending me 
the books. 


With th« end of my study of la* 
cane a change of employment:! was 
r*Uev#d of the dining room work and 
plated in charge of the clothes-room.

That cellhouse was ready for occu- 


pancy in February. 1D10, after 1 had 
held the clothes-room job for some 
months, and almost six years after I 
had entered the prison 
under 
the 


death sentence. It was t. clerkship- 
there that.I wanted—a kind of secre- 
tary and first assistant to the cell- 
house custodian—and the hature of 
the work aud the hours of retiring 
were such that the picking 6f a man 
for thfe place was A very particular 
matter. If a prisoner In that position 
had suddenly gone wrong, he could 
hftvo any night released upward of 
two hundred prisoners. 


It was a kind of unwritten law that 


positions of that kind should go to 
long-term men, usually men who had 
been there for several year's and were 
in need of the better food and other 
advantages that the situation carried. 
There were sixteen applicants for the 
place before I wrote out my applica- 
tion, which kept for a few day». One 
of those was Dtitch 
Charley, with 


whom 1 had been on Murderers' Row. 
Me also had been dulte a student, 
specialising on penmanship, and had 
learned something about bookkeeS- 
ing. 


I do not believe there was eten one 


of that list of applicants that would 
have betrayed any trust imposed In 
him. 


Along with others I had been moved 


to that new cellfiouse—that is, our 
sleeping quarters had Been moved— 
and always before meals we would be 
"gonged" to our cells, then the gong 
signal would start us to the dining 
room. After returning there from the 
dining room, the same tapping of the 
gong would either release us from the 
line formation to go about our work or 
send us into the cells.

came Into that cellhouse.

been called to our Cells preparatory to 
going to the dining room, and from 
where I was stationed I could hear 
their voices out in the Inner office— 
that is, cellhouse office—ftt one end of 
the cell-block.

"The 
people of the neolithic, or 


polished stone age." said M. Louis 
Olraux. former vice-president of tbe 
prehistoric society of France, Who 
made an exhaustive report for the In- 
tematlonal Anthropological institute, 
"burled their dead ia various *ays.

day flight. 


One mound in the cemetery on the 


edge of'the township marks the grave 
into which sixty-six bodies were low 
ered amid touching scenes last eve 
ning. Today the ten remaining vie 
tims were to be"bufied. 


The common grave today was cov 


ered with & mass of 
flowers. 
The 


grave In which the sixty-six victims 
were buried is 40 feet by 12. It is in 
the little cemetery of Beulah Metho- 
dist church. 


Creed, doctrine, sect were all for 


gotten In the services marking the in- 
terment, at Sunset, of the charred re- 
mains. Eight pastors, 
including t 


bishop, assisted in the burial service, 
Governor McLeod of South Carolina 
attended. Thousands of people from 
adjoining counties stood at the grave- 
side. 


A selected choir of forty voices sang 


the hymns. The same ministers, the 
Same choir and many of the 
same 


mourners gathered again this morn- 
ing to bury the other ten victims. 


A permanent relief committee for 


the families and survivors was formed 
at a meeting this morning. 


The temporary relief 
committee 


was flooded witn contributions and of- 
fers of assistance from many points.

J. H. Morehead, congressman 
from 


the First district and former governor, 
told the democratic luncheon club Sat- 
urday noon at the Grand hotel that he 
was heartily in accord with the view 
of evolution taken by a distinguished 
former citizen of Lincoln. The thirty- 
odd members present upheld the state- 
ment with vigorous applause. 


"The first thing to do," said 
Mr. 


Morehead, "is to establish the Chris- 
tian spirit. By allowing the laws of 
evolution from brute beasts to be pro- 
mulgated the self respect of people 
will be destroyed. What hope is there 
for a people who think they are de- 
scended from monkeys?" 


Mr.. Morehead discussed the tariff, 


the federal reserve .banking law, and 
incidents of-" his own regime as govre- 
nor. He said the federal reserve bank- 
ing law was one of the greatest pieces 
ot democratic legislation. "Those -who 
condemn it," he said, "ar econdemn- 
ing those who administer it. Put the 
right kind of man in control of fed- 
eral banks, one who is interested in 
their success, and the mass of the peo- 
ple will be for it. A good law can be 
a curse to the country if not wisely 
administered." 


"We won't get any where unless we 


have a fixed standard of principles," 
said Mr. Morehead. He spoke of the 
responsibility on a governof in the ap- 
pointment of heads for the state insti- 
| tutions. He called attention to the 
! tact that 95 per cent of the men in 
control of the state instituions have 
been so employed for ten years. "I 
never appointed a man whom I did 
not respect and would not take into 
my home." he said.

lesser extent because the dream is 
less deep—so far forgetting his lost 
ambition that he can stag whHe cut- 
ting furze on the vheath, to the despair 
of his wife. These are the moments 
when man becomes as if immortal on 
earth, for the great emotions, like the 
great passions 
of which Coleridee 


spoke, are atheists believing in no fu- 
ture.—North American Review.

MEN AND THINGS 


The proof that the university Is turning its attention 


more to the practical courses and away from the 
jrnamental is shown in the report of enrollment, which 
Kives the men a slight advantage in numbers, the first 
time in years, if memory is reporting accurately. 
If 


we take out the teachers' college, which is a normal 
school under another name, we find the men numbering 
hftepn hundred moie 
The women are still most nu- 


merous in the cultural departments, but the men 
greatly outnumber them in such practical lines as 
engineering, law, business, dentistry, medicine and 
pharmacy. 


The growth of the university is something that even 


a penunously-inclined legislature cannot halt. Twenty 
pei cent more persons are attending it this jear than 
dunng the corresponding period of a jear ago. The 
legislature cut down the appropriation half a million 
in the face of this growth, but this simply means that 
the fees for students will have to be increased. As all 
of the money eventually comes from the taxpayers' 
pockets, whether we make direct levies on the students 
or upon the property owners, this would not make so 
much difference were the fees levied as are the taxes, 
on the amount a person has. This may tend to deny 
some impecunious ones a needed education. 


It te betraying no secret to say that there was a 


distinct feeling among members of the legislature that 
students registering for the professional courses ought 
to pa\ a lot stiffpr fees than they do 
A number of 


members spo':e with some bitteiness of incidents com- 
ing under their personal observation in which profes- 
sional men educated at the public expenseahad not 
been at all backward about what they called "profiteer- 
ing," this time also at the public expense. This had 
something to do with slicing university appropriations. 


The state accountant submits a set of figures that 


shows there was no actual reduction in the amount of 
state expenses accomplished by the last legislature, 
when it is taken into consideration that of the $2,500,000 
less that "was appropriated, two millions of the total 
of two years ago included an extraordinary appropria- 
tion for the benefit of soldiers' relief and that more 
than half u million represents federal money we won't 
get to "spencl because we cut down the amount we 
desired to match for road aid. The two million soldiers', 
relief money we still have, as only the interest is 
used for the purposes of the act. 


It will be recalled that most of the candidates for 


office last year promised to reduce taxes, and some 
of them were foolish enough to name specific sums 
that they would be able to save if they were given 
the power that goes with helping to make up state 
government budgets. The people were told at the same 
time by men who knew the facts about public expense 
that any considerable savings were impossible. 
The 


people were hopeful and as usual listened most to the 
best promisers. It takes increasingly large sums each 
biennium for every state institution and activity. That 
is the law of growth. 
It is folly to refuse to spend 


liberally for good roads as long as we buy automobiles 
by the thousands, since economical operation of them 
is dependent on good roads. We have a big bear by 
the tail that no politician can help us let go of.
